ing to crush the French. 


The spokesman said that while 
the French would continue the de- 
fense around Paris—where a five- 
mile gain by counter attack was 
reported earlier—they would not 


• defend the city Itself. 


Paris was declared an "open city" 
to spare it from the devastation of 
total war. 
The French have no intention of 


fighting in Paris itself. 
American-made bombing planes, 


whose efficiency, the 
spokesman 
said, has been proved, helped con- 
siderably In holding the German of- 
fensive. 
The French acknowledged: 
1—Establishment of a 
German 


bridgehead on the south bank of 
the Marne, near Chateau Thierry, 
about 45 miles northeast of Paris. 


2—A German drive 
apparently 


aimed at capture of LeHavre, stra- 
tegic port, about 110 miles north- 
west of Paris at the mouth of the 
Seine. The nazis there were said 
to be moving toward the coast by 
way of Caudebec, about 25 miles 
east of Le Havre. 


3—Loss of Reims (already claim- 
ed by the Germans). Reims, about 
80 miles northeast of Paris, was 
said to have h«en exposed to the 
flanking a Hick* ,if a whole mech 
anized army corps.

New Commercial 


Pact With Nazis 


ANKARA, June 13.—(/P)—T h e 
Turkish government today signed 
a new commercial agreement with 
Germany. 
The accord came as a bombshell, 
especially since Turkish leaders had 
insisted Turkey would fulfill her 
mutual aid pacts with Britain and 
France and the controlled press had 
severely attacked Italy. 
Diplomats flocked to the foreign 
ministry in an attempt to learn the 
significance of the move. 
The accord, it was announced, 
provides for the exchange of cer- 
tain products to the extent of 21,- 
000,000 Turkish pounds. 
It was the result of months of 
negotiations between the govern- 
ment and Franz von Papen, Ger- 
man ambassador to Turkey. 
(The deal involves about $14,280,- 


000. 
The Turkish pound was quot- 
ed at .68 in New York today.) 
Trade between Germany and Tur- 
key has been at a standstill for 
months because of credit and other 
difficulties. 


Informed circles said the agree- 
ment was of no political signif- 
icance but the first reaction in di- 
plomatic circles was that it might 
indicate Turkey was not planning 
to enter the war immediately. 
The agreement was signed by the 
German trade delegation which ne- 
gotiated it.

it was officially announced that Paris would not be de- 
fended—apparently sparing the city from the devasta- 
tion of war. 


With the beleaguered French capital now declared 


an "open city"—technically inviolate against bombing 
and shelling—a French spokesman said the French have 
no intention of fighting in the streets of Paris itself. 


Battleweary poilus were holding stubbornly all along 


the 200-mile line, the spokesman said,-despite the fact 
that many of them have not been relieved since Hitler 
launched his massive offensive from 
the 
Somme on 


June 5. 


The attacking Germans, he said, have been relieved 


two or three times. 


Gen. Weygand's deep "quicksand" system of tank

Tho 
following 
letter, 
recently 
receivnd by J. N. Garitly, chair- 
(nan,, ind Mrs. R. B. Mitchell, ex- 
ecutive secretary, Navarro coun- 
ty chapter, American Red Cross, 
with reference 10 raising funds 
for the Red Cross by benefits, 
entertainments, and other simi- 
lar means Is self-explanatory: 
It seems wise to restate the 
long established policy 
of thu 
Kcd Cross with respect to the 
raising of funds by benefits, en- 
tertainments and 
other 
similar 
means. 
The charter of the Red" Cross 
limits the use of the Red Cross 
name and emblem in this coun- 
try to the sanitary corps of tho 
arm yand navy, and to the Am- 
erican Rod Cross, and prohibits 
the use of tho name or emblem 
lor purposes of trade, as as an 
advertisement to induce the salt) 
of any article whatsoever. 
It is clearly not permissible to 
use" the name or emblem of the 
K<!<1 Cross 
in 
connection with 
the advertisement or the promo- 
tion of the sales of any article- 
or service, even though a portion 
of. the proceeds from such sales 
is to be contributed to the Am- 
erican Reel Cross. 
The only ex- 
ceptions are those where a simi- 
lar emblem had been copyrighted 
and used as a trademark prior 
to the passage of the law in 1905. 
Thn raising of funds through 
benefits, 
entertainments 
and 
similar means, has been carefully 
considered 
by the Red 
Cross. 
Consistent wilh the provisions of 
the law, it has been found nec- 
essary to adopt the policy- that 
the name or emblem of the Red 
Cross may not tie used In con- 
nection with the promotion or 
advertisement of a benefit or en- 
tertainment, 
unless 
the 
entire 
proceeds therefrom are to be con- 
tributed to the American Red 
Cross. 
The policy may be briefly sum- 
marized as follows: 
1. The Red 
Cross name 
and 
emblem can be used in connect- 
ion with the promotion or adver- 
tisement of an entertainment or 
benefit only when tho entire pro- 
ceeds from such an event are to 
bo contributed to the American 
Red Cross. 
2. Those desiring to raise funds 
through a benefit or 
entertain- 
ment, when the expenses of such 
entertainment arc to be deducted 
from tho proceeds, may not, in 
the promotion or advertisement 
of buch an event, make any use 
of the name or emblem of 
the 
Rod Cross. 
After the event, if 
they desire to contribute a part 
or; all of the net proceeds to tho 
American' Red Cross, such con- 
tributions will be accepted and 
appropriately acknowledged;

Few tourists to Jerusalem see 
one of the city's most Interesting 
exhibits. This is the set of models 
of the Tabernacle and of the sue- 
cesslva Temples. 
Historically ac- 
curate, the result of long and de- 
voted scholarship, those models (a 
duplicate of which, I believe, are 
In Harvard College) make clear 
the character of Israel's central 
hrine. They should be seen be- 
ora visiting the Walling Wall, tho 
ew stones which remain of tho 
oundatlons of the early Temple. 
Jewish devotion to the Temple 
as survived the ong and bitter 
enturles of the Dispersion. While 
ome part of tho throngs that 
•ather at the Walling Wall muy 
o animated by political motives, 
. large proportion are deeply de- 
out. I knew this spot before ever 
here was an active Zionist move- 
ment; and I have witnessed many 
moving incidents of fervid dcvo- 
lon to these old stones, all that 
are left of a people's 
departed 
glory. 
For the Temple was central to 
all the life and the hopes of the 
ewish nation. From the time that 
Abraham offered up Isaac upon 
his spot the Temple area had been 
acred to his descendants. To this 
lay, the dream of a restored Tem- 
ple engages the thought of the 
most devout Jews, 


I* Personal Prosperity First? 
After a portion of the Jews In 


exile in Babylon had been pormit- 
ed to return to their homeland 
ly Cyrus, the problem of rebulld- 
ng the Temple engaged them. Tho 
oundatlon 
was 
promptly 
laid. 
Then the exiles were confronted 
with the Immediate task of wresl- 
ng a living from the desolate land. 
For fifteen years their vision of 
a new Temple was dimmed or ob- 
icured. They fell into the common 
delusion that personal prosperity 
akes precedence of all other con- 
siderations. The better establish- 
ed they became, the more Impor- 
ant their own welfare 
seemed, 
Some built "celled houses," elabo- 
rated homes, while they deemed 
hat they had neither money nor 
abor to spare for 
the 
nation's 
great objective, tho Temple. They 
sought to live by bread alono, like 
nllllons of us today, hoedless of 
he spiritual claims of ideals and 
religion upon them. 


The Prophet Appears 
Then up rose a prophet, Haggnl, 


:o call the people to 
put 
first 
;hlngs first. 
We know 
nothing 
about Haggal, though It is prc- 
lumed that he was born In Baby- 
on, and held vivid memories of a 
ife amidst heathendom. He was 
not much of a prophet. Ho could 
not speak or write well. His pro- 
>hecy lacks the broader outlook, 
he concern for moral and spirit- 
ual things. He was a man of one 
dea; to it his entire little book is 
devoted. That Idea was tho impor- 
tance of building the Temple. 


Men of one idea, determined to 
do something about it, usually get 
'arther than those of more inclu- 
sive phlfbsophy, who are content 
merely to think 
about 
things. 
riaggal made somewhat of a nui- 
sance of himself, as, in season and 
jut, he prodded the people with the 
importance of sotting up the great 
Jentral shrine of their national ex- 
stence. Doubtless, the prosperous 
men who dwelt in "celled houses" 
criticised him as not being "prac- 
tical"—a« if there were In all the 
universe anything more practical 
than the Ideals by which human 
souls really live. 


"Good Times" and Sinful Men 
Those old Hebrew prophets saw 
clearly and said boldly that there 
was a direct relationship between 
men's behavior and natural condi- 
tions. Hosea affirmed that drought 
and poor harvest and famine wore 
due tp the people's neglect of God. 
Were he living today he would pro- 
claim without hesitation 
that 
It 
was man's sinning, and disregard 
of the Almighty's clear commands, 
that have put our world Into Its 
present frightful condition. How 
may we expect to have peace and 
prosperity If we flout the Living 
God? Whatever else is true of our 
tlmes,< It Is certainly true tlmt 
mankind Is being punished for its 
shameful sinning. 


Only from religion 
flow 
the 
forces that restrain a people from 
sin 
and 
deterioration. 
Nothing 
man can buy Is a satisfactory sub- 
stitute for the major loyalties of 
the spirit. Even the working-man's 
wages, 
in 
Haggai's 
plcturesquo 
phrase, ars "put into a bag with 
holes." . 


In Difficult T)nys 
"This Is not the time," said tho 
procrastinating people to the pro- 
phet, when urged to rebuild tho' 
Temple, Like Felix's "more con- 
venient season," the easy time for 
a hard task nevor arrives. Most 
of the world's failures have been 
putters-off. Hard business experi- 
ence lies behind the motto which 
hangs on many an office wall: 
"Do It now." 


These are difficult days, ns were 
those of Haggal. The huge task of 
revitalizing religion for our day, 
and of pouring real effort into tho 
channels of Christian service, calls 
for Immediate action. It may soon 
be too late to save some cherished 
objective. What about getting Into 
church attendance, and Into Sun- 
day Sohool membership, those fif- 
teen million young persons who 
are today headed .tho other way? 
Is there not enough of the Haggal 
spirit abroad In tho service clubs 
and women's clubs, to arouse com- 
munities to the paramount import- 
ance of the Church? Why 
not 
make the automobile a servant of 
the church, Instead of an enemy? 
We are getting down to the root of 
of most of our problems when wo 
buttress religion's place in life. 
Our Now Churchus 
Rural churches are being aban- 
doned with alarming 
frequency. 
But new churches are also going 
up all over tho land. Those may 
not be as ornate as tho 
ancient 
cathedrals; but they should bo as 
beautiful and worshipful as possi- 
ble. 
During tho publishers' recent 


convention In New York, I .slipped 
Into St, Patrick's Cathedral for a 
few minutes of mediation and wor- 
ship, and the beautiful nave, with 
Its graceful, high-vaulted 
pillars 
seemed an Invitation to prayer. 
The architecture and symbolism 
of every house of Gotl should be

tho best possible. A 
church 
Is 
more than an auditorium or a 
movie house: it is a place of wor- 
ship for a congregation of God's 
friends,

Italy's role in the war still re- 
mained practically off-stage, except 
for sporadic air raids and minor 
naval operations, with no reports 
of the expected land attack against 
the south of France. An estimated 
1,000,000 fascist troops were report- 
ed poised along the maritime Alps 
frontier, ready to drive into France, 
but so far the only news of action 
has been a dispatch saying the Ital- 
ians blew up a bridge on the bor- 
der.
